They are 
also seeking $50,000 in 
damages and reinstatement.

Councilman 
Hunter said that the entire 
matter could have been set- 
tled even before the black 
employee complaints were 
registered with the Ohio Civil 
Rights Commission.

Rights Commission Director 
Wants Integration Subsidy

WASHINGTON—John A. 
Buggs, the, staff director of 
the Civil Rights Commission, 
believes that the Federal 
government should offer fin- 
ancial incentives to en- 
courage racial rn ah eg 

“We give subsidies for 
everything under the sun, but 
we've never done it for civil 
rights,” said Buggs in a wide- 
ranging exclusive interview. 
“No one does something just 
because it's the 
tight thing to do.” 

A black family, for example, 
buying a $25,000 home in a 
previously all-white com- 
munity would receive a 
$5,000 Federal subsidy under 
Buggs’ plan. A similar sub- 
en would be offered to a 
white family moving into an 
all-black area. 

The 58-year old black ad- 
ministrator said that parts of 
the plan would be outlined in 
a soon-to-be-released study 
on the Federal government's 
effectiveness in eliminating 
housing discrimination. 

The report, he said, would 
criticize the Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment’'s “lack of enforcement 
power,"’ possessing no 
authority to file court suits or 
issue “cease and desist” or- 
ders. It would ugso criticize 
HUD's reluctance to develop

Roving naturalists bring a

associated with science or 
wildlife subjects being 


studied by the students. 
Roving naturalists often bring 
along live birds, animals or 
reptiles to illustrate the learn- 
ing experience. 

Urban youths and senior 
citizens also have oppor- 
tunities to take field trips ‘with 
roving naturalists. The field 
trips allow first-hand 
examination of plants, rocks 
and wildlife. 

The roving naturalists 
travel in van-type trucks 
equipped with binoculars, 
seines, insect nets, tripods 
spotting scopes, ther- 
mometers and other equip- 
ment to allow exploration of a 
field, woodlot or pond in

“The two roving naturalists 
provided programs for nearly 
30,000 Ohioans during the 
first year of the program,” 
says Loebick, “We hope to 
expand the roving naturalist 
program next year fo meet 
the overwhelming demand 
from the public." 

The past four years have 
seéh the addition of four 
naturalists assigned to the 
district offices of the division 
of parks and recreation. 

Denny explains the district 
naturalists were added to 
assure year-round naturalist 
activities for Ohio's year- 
round parks. 

The district naturalists help 
lay out and maintain the hun- 
dreds of miles of trails that 
wind through state parks. The 
district people also are in- 
volved in+ speaking 
engagements, environmental 
education workshops for 
teachers and several outdoor 
activities during the fall and 
winter months, 

The summer months bring 
the responsibility of super- 
vising the 37 seasonal 
naturalists, mostly college 
students, who actually con- 


* duct the nature programs in 


34 state parks. 

Summer campers enjoy 
several outdoor programs 
provided by the seasonal 
naturalists. A songfest 
around an evening campfire 


.foliowed by a talk on the park 


and its natural history, or out- 
door topics, aided by slides, 
movies or exhibits is an 
example of group activities 


“that aré popular with campers” ~" 


of all/ages. 

Leisurely hikes through a 
park allow the naturalists to 
explain the plant and animal 
life and rock structures found 
along the trial. Auto tours to 
nearby historic or geologic 
points of interest are 
sometimes included. 


Night hikes during the 
summer allow “campers to 
develop senses other than 
sight to “feel” the natural en- 
vironment. Hikers can often 
hear owls, raccons, beavers 
and small rodents. 


The seasonal naturalists 
also coordinate a ‘clean up" 
award program for in- 
dividuals and families’ who 
help keep Ohio’s parks free 
of litter, and two special 
programs for youths. 


Children 7-10 can par- 
ticipate in the junior 
naturalist program, in which 


they receive a colorful patch 
after completion of a three- 
session series of lessons-on 
basic concepts in the natural 


environment, The naturalist 
aide program is a more ad- 
vanced learning, experience 
for the 11-14 age.group. 
“More than 340,000 people 
benefited this summer from 
the many programs made 
possible by our seasonal 
naturalists,” says Loebick. 
The state parks that have 
seasonal naturalists during 
the summer months are: 
Pymatuning, -Punderson, 
West Branch, Beaver Creek, 
Salt Fork, Barkcamp, 
Mohican, Dillon, Mount 
Gilead, Findley; Delaware, In- 
dian Lake, Kiser Lake, Lake 
Loramie, Grand Lake-St. 
Marys, Harrison Lake, Kelleys 
Island, South Bass Island, 
East Harbor, Hueston Woods,

The execution of 60 former 
officials by Ethiopia’s new 
military regime, has lead to 
speculation that Haile 
Selassie, deposed emporer of 
the African nation, may be 
executed.

It makes sense, then that Congress 
give caretul thought to the recent 
recommendations of Secretary of Labor 
Peter J. Brennen, who believes that 
there is “crucial need now” for passage 
of the emergericy measures proposed 
by President Ford to “soften the blow of 
unemployment.” 
In remarks before a meeting of the 
Federal Advisory Council on Unem- 
ployment insurance in Washington, 
D.C., Secrefary Brennan said unem- 
oployed workers “cannot wait long to eat 
or to pay the rent. Help is needed now.” 
Brennan urged passage of the 
President's plan - the National Em- 
ployment Assistance Act --to provide: 
-~ Temporary additional income for 
unemployed workers who have 
exhausted their present unemployment 
benefits or who currently are not 
eligible for such benefits, and

The 
decline of Black-owned land in the 
rural. South is alarming, Subjected to 
academic measurement from every con- 
ceivable ‘angle, a study of the facts, 
show that the results are depressing.

This foolish thinking must be aban- 
doned, Whites must learn that the 
development of black businesses will 
not widen the gap between black and 
white, but will bring them closer 
together by bringing the income and 
the structure of the black community 
closer in line with that of the white 
community. 

Nevertheless, this white business 
movement outside the ghetto, has left a 
vacuum of establishments and services 
that could be exploited by black en- 
trepreneurs, with the courage, deter- 
mination, and preparation, plus the 
capital to undertake them. 

Unquestionably, to make the black 
communities more palatable to new 
black entrepreneurs, a great deal of 
change must take place. Successful 
business depends upon security of 
property, and much still needs to be 
done to make the black community a 
safer place in which to live and to do 
business; This will not be-ac 
by crying about it, but will require 
cooperative action from black leader- 
ship, and its core of black 
businessmen, to work for change within 
the lawful political processes. There is 
no single program that will effect this 
change like a complete reconstruction 
of our police departments, gun con- 
trols, or the like. But these can do for 
starters. Then, the combined efforts of 
the white establishment, and the black 
leadership, should be able to come up 
with viable programs, since it has*been 
proven that growing crime, the in- 
creasing use of drugs and the like, 
tolerated in the ghetto, can soon spread 
to the suburbs.

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BLACK sumer Or. Walter 
Washington, of Alpha Phi 
Alpha Fraternity, has announced the 
final formation of a COMMISSION ON 
BUSINESS ENCOURAGEMENT. Dr. 
Washington, who is also president of 
Alcorn State University, Lorman, Miss., 
felt that it is time for Blacks to increase 
their numbers as businessmen in the 
business world. Of the approximately 5 
million businesses in the United States, 
only 163,000 are owned by Blacks, 
which is less than one-hail of one per- 
cent : 

Dr, Washington said that these 
figures show the continuous role of 
Blacks as consumers, but survival of 
Blacks in a free enterprise system, 
means that more of them will have to 
become producers. 

HIGH COST OF DOPE: According to 
recent surveys, the cost of dope comes 
very high. It says: The average retail 
cost of a milligram of pure heroin in the 
United States today is about $1.15 ac- 
cording to DEA’s Statistical and Data 
Services Division. 

Fifty milligrams — one sixth the 
weight of an aspirin tablet - is 
estimated to be the average daily habit 
requirements. This means: $57.50, per 
day, $402.50 per week. 31,748.96 per 
month. $20,987.50 per year. 

If there are a quarter of a million ad- 
dicts in the country, and most drug 
researchers will agree there are at least 
that many, the total cost of heroin ad- 
diction comes to $5.2 billion per year. 

The social costs are higher. The ad- 
dict who must steal property in support 
of his habit, can usually realize only 20 
percent of its actual resale value. 
Assuming that 60 percent of the addicts 
raise the funds required from thefts, the 
United States pays more than $15 
billion for the maintenance na heroin 
addiction_in prope lagses alone. 

A CHARITY: Fate According to 
media reports, President Jerry Ford, 
played host to the surviving members of 
his high school football team.

Big business can also demand that 
our municipal ‘officials develop, as

WASHINGTON, D.C. — In 
this time of. recession- 
inflation and ever increasing 
job lay-off, the plight of the 
minority working ;woman 
becomes _ increasingly 
perilous. Without the factual 
picture of sex ‘discrimination 
in general, it is difficult to un- 
derstand the problem of 
minority women. 

Most women hold a high 
school diploma. Of the 
women in the age group 20 to 
24, eighty percent were high 
school graduates in 1970 as 
were men in the same group. 
But relatively few women 
have earned a_ college 
degree. in 1970 the percent of 
all women over 21 who had 
finished four or more years of 
college was 9 percent com- 
pared to 14 percent for men. 

A highly visible and highly 
controversial area of sex 
discrimination is the world of 
white collar workers. The 
Labor Department. reports 
that In 1971 women accoun- 
ted for 38 percent of ~all 
workers, but filled only 17 
percent_of all_managerial 
posts, Furthermore, a Stan- 
ford University and University 
of Michigan suryey of 300 of 
the nation's 500. largest in- 
dustrial  corparations 
disclosed that the companies 
were employing women 
executives at only one-fifth of 
the national rate, and these 
were clustered in a few 
women's products firms. 

The widest gap, however, 
between men. and women in 
the area of education, ap- 
pears at the professional 
level. Only 9 percent of all 
scientists are women; 7 per- 
cent of all physicians; 3 per- 
cent of all lawyers, and just 
one percent of all engineers 
and _ Federal judges, 
education is one field which 
attracts women in significent 
numbers, but here again, 
women are not significantly 
represented in the top level 
administrative positions, 

The income gap between 


‘the sexes acutely widens in 


the case of male and female 
managers. Nearly 7 out of 10 
men, but only 2 out of 10 


earned $25,000 or more. 
Hopefully, the Affirmative Ad- 
ministration of Federal laws 
will reduce the number of ar- 
tificial barriers that hinder 
women seeking equal oppor- 
tunity in the normal en- 
deavors of life. * 

Today's American woman 
lives in a country with 105 
million other women; where 
the expectation of life for a 
baby girl is 74 years; where 
the average citizen lives on 
$4,000 a year; where 54% of 
‘females of Spanish origin 
with income in 1973 made 
less than three-thousand 
dollars ($3,000); 
million people are hungry, 
and where large proportions 
of black working women are 
domestic and service workers 
earning $3,000 a year or less. 

Almost two-thirds of 
American women live in 
cities. A recent random sur- 
vey conducted by the 
National Association of 
‘Realtors “has revealed™that 
single women are purchasing 
homes, condominiums, and 
investment property in in- 
creasing numbers. 
figures show that 4.5 percent 
of the existing home mor- 
tgages insured by FHA in 
1970, went to single females. 
in 1973, the figure jumped to 
7.7 percent of the market, ac- 
counting for more FHA ig- 
sured mortgages than for 
single males, who had 7.3 
percent of the market. 

In relation to the total 
population, one-tenth of all 
white people are poor, but 
about one-third of all blacks 
are poor. Out of every 10 poor 

rsons, four are children. 

lore than one family in ten is 
headed by a woman, There 
are 5-1/2 million families 
headed, by women in the 
United States, of which 43 
percent are headed by 
widows, and 46 percent by 
divorced or separated 
women. About two million of 
these families are below the 
poverty level.

Black Muslim Minister 
Louis Farrakhan urged Black 
businessmen at the Annual 
NBL Convention to seriously 
consider ways to work 
cooperatively for the 
economic survival of Black 
America.

That year he traced one 
specimen through the family 
of Sir Rowland Hill, founder 
of penny postage in England. 
and two years later, Means 
brought the second Cole- 
Horsley to this country, the 
unsigned specimen 

Christmas cards were first 
otfered “to the trade” by an 
English publishing house in 
the.1860's. They carried such 
designs as jolly old ‘gen- 
tlamen (who might have been 
the forebearers of Santa 
Claus) plum puddings, holly 
and mistoletoe 

Al this point, the produc- 
tion of cards coincided with 
use of ornamental paper and 
color reliefs. They were 
usually either lithographed in 
copper-plate engravings oF 
colored by hand, as was the 
Cole-Horsley 

Lithographs were crudely 
stenciled in color, cut out and 
pasted on the cards, and 
plain embossed reliefs were 
tinted. The cards attest to the 
Victorian trend toward em- 
bellishment. “Frosting” was a 
new method of decoration,

ters relative to the old Birmingham Black Barons of the Negro 
American League. The letters urged me to write something about the 
Barons. 

The persons who sent the letters must have been from Birmingham, 
ft was in the years of 1943 and 1944 that the Barons captured the 
Negro American League baseball title. The manager of the team was 
Winfield Welch and a baseball protege of Jim (Candy) Taylor of the 
Chicago American Giants, a team the old warrior managed before en- 
joying a two-year honeymoon with the Homestead Grays. 

Candy Jim always outspoken, took pride in his baseball 
knowledge, and made no bones of his disdain for the members of the 
news media who knew little about the fine points of the game, 
yet were quick to break forth in a rash of “experting” which, to him 
and other intellectuals, made no sense whatsoever. 

As | have said, Manager Welch is a graduate of. the school of 
reaction and after’ capturing the title only to find himself matched 
against the powertul Homestead Grays, a team that many thought 
was good as any in the then Lily White major leagues. 

It was singular, too, that pupil Welch was hornswoggled on both 
occasions by the Grays. | remember the Black Barons during the 
1943 and the 1944 seasons. | think they were the most extraordinary 
club in Negro organized baseball. A - 

Most of its players: were recruited right around the city of Bir- 
mingham, a city which dispatched more aces to the big time than any 
other: Satchel Paige, Sammy Bankhead, Mules Duttled, Jim West, 
“Lick” Carlisle, Jerry Benjamin, Lefty McKinnis, and Jim Whatley just 
to name a few. 

Ouring. that era, Birmingham was a town where industrial baseball 
flourished among Negroes as nowhere else, in the nation. = 

The graduates from these teams often blossomed into full fledged 

« Stars under the watchful eyes of Frank Welch. 

What was the Black Barons secret for success? It was due to a 
preponderance of base hits, singies and a few doubles, plus terrific 
pitching. It Was a club upon which slabmen contributed at least 70 
percent of the team efficiency and winning propensity. 

Johnny Huber, Al Saylor, Gipson and the Veteran-Markham, were 
the solid guarantees against any prolonged losing streaks ... anyone 
of whom may crash through with a two base hit, plus a two-hit 
masterpiece against any foe. 

Huber tossed a three-hit shutout at the World Champion 
Homestead Grays at Forbes Field, to terminate a three-game-in a row 
coup by the latter team in the world series of 1944. re 

Welch's team was a young team and a promising one, a team 
that figured to be at its peak when many of the aces of the day were 
through. 

The team needed at least one more hitter ... We might addd Willie 
Mays played later for the Barons and it wasn't long before the New 
York Giants gobbled him up, and we all know what kind of the player 
Willie turned out to be in the major leagues... 

That's the story of the Black Barons until the big leagues came in 
to grab the Negro players, starting with Jackie Robinson in 1946 and 
Larry Doby jn 1947, and with them the Negro clubs became teams of 
the past. $

Kareem’s return to action 
followed a seven week 
rehabilitation period. During 
that period he ran to stay in 
shape, and shot very lightly in 
the last two weeks. But until 
he stepped onto the floor to 
play in the game, he had not 
experienced any contact 
since the accident in Buffalo.

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Unemployment compensa- 
tion benefits will be in- 
creased by $6.00.a week for 
those filing claims on or after 
January 1, 1975, Ohio Bureau 
of Employment Services Ad- 
ministrator William E. Garnes 
said today 

That means, Garnes said, a 
person with four or more 
dependents will be eligible to 
receive up to $121.00 a week 
in unemployment compen- 
sation benefits. 

Under the existing rate 
structure, a person with four 
or more dependents can 
receive up to $114,00 a week 
in benefits. 

Other changes in the rate 
schedule include increasing 
the maximum benefits paid to 
persons: with no dependents, 
from $77.00 a week to $82.00 
a week: with two dependents, 
from $100.00 a week to 
-$106.00 a week; and with 
three dependents, from $107 
a week to $113.00 a week. 

Garnes explained the in- 
crease resulted from a hike in 
the average weekly wage 
paid to. persons covered by 
the Unemployment Com- 
pensation Law. 

The average weekly wage 
increased from $169.85 on 
June 30, 1973 to $179.91 for 
the year ending June 30, 


1974, 

The OBES Administrator 
stressed.that..the. new. rate 
schedule will apply only to 
those filing valid claims after, 
the start of the new year. 

He pointed out that the 
Unemployment Compensa- 
tion Bill, sponsored by the 
administration and agreed to 
by the General Assembly in 
1973, provided. for several 
automatic recomputations 
which was to help both em- 
ployer and-employee. 

Garnes said that as a result 
of that measure, more people 
are covered by unemploy- 
ment compensation § in- 
surance and claimants are 
receiving more benefits, but 
the payroll tax on employers 
was being reduced by two- 
tenths of a percent.
